2. Claim 1 does not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT in that the matter for which 
protection is sought is not clearly defined. In fact, the embodiments of the invention 
described on page 5 ("... flow sensor - of. lines 26-28) do not fall within the scope 
of the independent claim 1 ("A dispenser comprising ... a pressure sensor ..."). This 
inconsistency between the independent claim 1 and the description leads to doubt 
concerning the matter for which protection is sought, thereby rendering the claim 
unclear (Article 6 PCT). 

2.1 For the purpose of the present written opinion and since it is clear from the 
description that flow sensors are also intended for use in a dispenser according to the 
present invention, the expression "a pressure sensor" used in the claims has been 
interpreted as directed to any kind of sensor having a proportional output signal. 

3. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.

6. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1(a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the documents D1 and D2 is not mentioned in the description, nor are 
these documents identified therein. 

7. The independent claim 1 is not in the two-part form in accordance with Rule 6.3(b) 
PCT, with those features known in combination from the prior art (documents D1 
and/or D2) being placed in the preamble (Rule 6.3(b)(i) PCT) and with the remaining 
features being included in the characterising part (Rule 6.3(b)(ii) PCT). 

8. The features of the claims are not provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 
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
